BUENOS AYRES, Argentina, Nov. 9.—A 

revolution has just broken out in Rio de 
Janeiro against the Brazilian government, 

Tt is both military and naval. The entire 
garrison of the capital has rebelled and the 
equedron in the harbor has sided with the 
revolutionists and threatens to bombard the 
city. % . 

Hundreds Killed in the Streets. 

Hundreds of persons have been killed in 
encounters in the streets, 

One dispatch says that the trouble began 
with a mutiny of the garrison of the fort of 
Santa Cruse, due to the ill treatment of a 
sergeant by the officer in command. ° 

Col. Pedro Ino was arrested and Maj. 
Freire and an ensign were killed. Troops 
were sent there to quell the mutiny. 

Revolution Not Doubted. 

At the Brazilian legation there is no news 
of the outbreak, but Brazilian residents here 
say that a revolution would not surprise 
them, as the chiefs of the last revolutionary 
attempt were recently pardoned, the prin- 
cipal leader being Lauro Sodre, who was 
active. 

Incendiaries Burn Summer Resort. 
Fire has destroyed the promenade along 

the beach and many chalets at Mars del 
Piata, a fashionable summer resort on the 
Atlantic, have been damaged. 

The loss is estimated at half a million pesos. 

It is asserted that the fire was of incendiary 
origin. 


Revolt of 1894. 
A revolutionary attempt to overthrow the 


Brazilian government failed in 1804. The re- 
volt began fn the province of Rio Grande do 
Sul, and, though the military power curbed 


the msurgents, the spirit-of insurrection was | 


not crushed out until after the navy joined 
the revolutionary movement. 


Admiral Mello, in a dramatic withdrawal 


from the cabinet, attacked President Peixo- 
to. The admiral’s political opponents said 
his action wae due to his desire to become 
the next president. 

On the evening of Sept. 5, 1898, Admiral 
Mello raised his flag on the Aquidaban, in 
Rio Janeiro harbor, and every government 
vessel in port accepted his command in aid 
of the insurgent cause. 


Demands Resignation of President. 

The next morning the admiral sent a mes- 
sage to President Peixoto demanding his 
resignation and the surrender of the govern- 
ment. Peixoto defied the admiral and took 
vigorous measures to frustrate the reyolu- 
tion. Congress declared Rio de Janeiro ina 
state of slege. 3 

Admiral Mello met the fire of the land forts 
with a bombardment of Rio Janeiro on Sept. 
13. The bombardment lasted six hours, bu* 
did little damage. Another bombardment 
was made on Sept. 22. 


Peixoto Buys a Navy. 
In the meantime President Peixoto became 


more aggressive and the insurgents met 
with a number of mishaps. Peixoto pur 
chased a number of ships, converted them 
into war vessels, and gradually gainad the 
upper hand. The rebels were unable to gain 
a foothold on land. 

In the southern provinces the ingurgent fol- 
lowing began to break up owing to the har- 
mony and lack of concerted action, and Ad- 
miral Mello on April 16, 1894, surrendered 
himself and his command. 


President Peixoto later proclaimed amnesty + 


to all privates, and the revolt was at an end. 


BAR FOOTBALL AFTER TRAGEDY. 


Members of Alton Board of Education 
Issue Edict Following Death of 
Right Tackle, 


Alton, Ill., Nov. 8.—[S8pecial.]—The Alton 
board of education placed a ban on football 
today in consequence of the death of Right 
Tackle James Squires of the Alton High 
school Rugby team from injuries he sus- 
tained in a game with the East St. Louis 
High school two weeke ago. Supt. Haight 
says there will be no more football in the 
Alton schools and the team has been dis- 
banded. The funerel of the vietio of the 
game was held this afternoon. 

Capt. E. D. Enos of the Alton team, whose 
collar bone was broken in the same game, 
was at the funeral swathed in bandages. 

The Rev. J. A. Scarritt, who officiated at 
the funeral, condemned the Rugby game as 
being similar to the Spanish bull fight in 
point of brutality and characterized ase na- 
tional error the public sentiment that would 
tolerate a continuance of the Rugby gamie in 
schools and colleges.

ANARCHY IN WORTHY SCHOOL 


Board of Education Learns That 
Discipline Is Destroyed. 


PRINCIPAL TO BE. CHANGED. 


Boys Are Threatening Mr. Masslich and 
Teachers Are Terrorized. 


Terrorizging their teachers by threats of 
violence, the juvenile offenders incarcerated 
in the John Worthy school have turned 
things topsy turvy: at that ‘ corrective in- 
stitution.” destroying every vestige of dis- 
Cipline and control. 

The existence of this condition of affairs 
was brought to light during an executive ses- 
sion of the Chicago board of education last 
night—-the third “ star chamber ’’ session of 
the school board in the last decade. 

Fear'ng that the life of George B. Masslich, 
principal of the school, was in jeopardy, the 
school board at once took action authorizing 


some o*Per school, A stocking had been filled 
with rocks, tied at the top with a cord, and 
concealed by the boys to await an opportu- 
nity to hit Principal Maaslich “‘ on the head ” 
| with it, 
| Repeated attempts have been made to as- 
seult the principal, and on one occasion he 
actually was struck, although not injured. 
| Supt Cooley also was instructed to transfer 
any teacher employed at the school whose re- 
movai he deemed necessary to promote the 
“ good of the service.,”’ 


Trustees Hear of Rebellion. 

The condition of open rebellion against au- 
thority existing at the school was brought 
te the attention of the school board by Trus- 
| tee George Duddleston. After listening to 
the story of disorder and attempted assaults 
at the school, the board not only instructed 
Supt. Cooley to resort to strenuous methods 
to bring order out of chaos, but named Trus- 
tee Duddleston as a committee of one to con- 
fer with the bridewell commissioners with 
a view to securing entire school board con- 
trol in the administration of the school. 
Heretofore the board of education and the 
bridewell commissioners have divided re- 
sponsibility, and to this fact is attributed the 
failure to enforce discipline at the school. 

Just ae the school board was about to ad- 
journ after an uneventful meeting, Trustee 
Duddleston rose at his desk and requested 
President Tilden to reconvene the board in 
executive session immediately after adjourn- 
ment. “It is a case of emergency,” declared 
Trustee Duddieston. President Tilden ac- 
quiesced in the arrangement. 

Duddleston Tells of Conditions. 

Immediately after the board was recon- 
vened in secret session, with all the mem- 
bership pledged to secrecy, Trustee Duddle- 
ston took the floor. He said he had learned 
that deplorable conditions existed at the John 
Worthy school. As a result, he had asked 
Bupt. Cooley to accompany him to the school 
on Tuesday, and they had made a brief in- 
vestigation. 

“We learned enough,” declared Trustee 
Duddleston, “to lead us to conclude that 
eomething must be done out there at once. 
The life of Principal Masslich has been 
threatened repeatedly. A stocking was filled 
with rocks and made ready for him. Once 
he was assauited, but not severely. He is 
likely to be assaulted at any moment. The 
boys Go not like him and he positively is in 


r. 

“ There is a total lack of discipline among 
the boys and some radical action must be 
taken, and taken immediately. This is an 
emergency matter.” 

It was declared by the trustees that affairs 
at the corrective echool had progressed to 
the point of open revolt against teachers and 
principals. The incorrigibles and delin- 
quenta even had threatened the women 
teachers at the school. 

It was urged that the purpose of the school 
to train and remold the youthful offenders 
by means of education had failed utterly be- 
cause of the lawlessness. 


The fact that the principal and teachers 


Supt. Cooley to arrange for his transfer to ' 


have been rendered powerless to enforce 
discipline and order because of the existence 
of rules forbidding corporal punishment was 
assigned as tne prime cause for the repeated 
acts of insubordination. Feeling themselves 
safely intrenched behind the policy of “ spar- 
ing the rod,” the lads had abused Principal 
Masslich from the day of his installation. 


Predecessor Advocated Flogging. 
Mr. Masslich was. made principal when 
Simeon W. Robbins was transferred because 
he had Counténanced flogging of the boys. 
The teachers, all of whom may be hit by the 
promised shakeup, are John M. Boyer, Fred 
Cc, Decker, Alma B. Morton, Albert C. Muel- 
ler, Ella B. Wood, Leonora Beck, Olive L. 
Phelps, Carrie H. Ruarc, Edith M. Brogan, 
William Baumrucker, John Stritesky, and 
John N. Wayman. 
It is expected that Supt. Cooley will name 
Frank W. Stahl, principal of the Moseley 
school, as principal Masslich’s successor. 


CHURCH MAY DEPOSE SMOOT 
FOR ACTION IN CAMPAIGN. 


Mormons and Gentiles in Utah Unite in 
Blaming Apostle for Defeat of Re- 
publican Ticket. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Nov. 8.—[Special.]—

mon apostle, is unpopular in Utah today as 
the result of his participation tn the Salt Lake 
City election Mormons and gentiles unite 
in censuring him and his ring, blaming him 
for the defeat of the republican ticket, and 
for the odium heaped on the Mormon church.

04 election day in an automobile urging 
Mormons to vote his ticket. 

Incensed Mormons and disgusted gentiles 
deserted the republican party by hundreds, 
the Mormons going to the democratic, and 
the gentiles to the American or gentile party.

State Superintendent of Insurance W. D. 
Vandiver today issued an order prohibiting 
the New York Life Insurance company from 
writing life insurance in Missouri. 

The notice issued by Mr. Vaaaivar® as fol- 
lows: 

Notice is hereby given that, whereas, informa- 
tion in my possession and verified by examination 
of the official stenographer’s report of the recent 
examination ef the officers of the New York Life 
Insurance company by the legislative investigation 
committtee of the state of New York, gives me 
reasonabie cause to suspect, and I do suspect, and 
believe, that the fuhd#@ of the said company have 
been impaired by the diverison of large sums of 
money for illegal and wrongful purposes, and that 
the further continuance of the said New York Life 
Insurance company in the writing of life insurance 
in this state under ite present management is 
hazardous to the public and to those holding its 
policies; 

Therefore I, W. D. Vandiver, superintendent of 
the insurance department of the state of Missouri, 
have this day suspended the certificate of author- 
ity heretofore granted to said company to do the 
business of writing life insurance in the state. 

It is further ordered that a copy of this action 
and notice be published once a week for four weeks 
consecutively in a newspaper published in the city 
of St. Louis. W. D. VANDIVER. 


Company Takes No Action. 

F,. N. Judson, attorney for the New York 
Life Insurance company when informed of 
Commissioner Vandiver’s action tonight, 
stated he is not yet ready to announce the 
course of action to be taken by the.company. 

“We will act in due time,” he said, “ and 
meanwhile policy holders in Missouri will 
be amply protected.’’ 

Although Mr. Vandiver declined to give 
out a written statement relative to the issu- 
ance of the order, he stated the misappro- 
priations in the New York Life company 
equal nearly $1,000,000, and are continuous. 

“The lobby fund,’’ said Mr. Vandiver, 
“though it has not been given so much 
publicity as has the campaign contributions, 
was much worse as it was five times as 
great, und the expenditures for lobby pur- 
poses have been increasing continually.’ 


Order Based on Evidence. 

“A mistaken impression has been created 
that I was acting merely on newspaper re- 
ports. The truth is I have a complete and 
certified copy of the evidence as officially 
reported by the stenographers for the legis- 
lative investigating committee now at work 
in New York. This evidence is bulky, com- 
prising over a thousand pages. It is now 
being indexed for ready reference, so that 
the facts disclosed by it may be easily re- 
ferred to. 

“This work is not yet complete, and until 
it is I do not think it best to make any fur- 
ther statement. Whatever ts done will be 
done carefully and put in proper form.”

The total vote for mayor in New York 
county was 338,057, which, on a registration 
of 363,256, shows a loss of 6.9 per cent. That 
is, the vote returned, whether accurately re- 
turned or not, was about normal, or a little 
under normal, as the total vote might have 
been predicted within a few thousand.

New Ballot Law Planned. 


A meeting of great importance and one 
which many spoke of today as timely to the 
highest degree is to take place today at. 
44 Wall street. It is the assembling of the 
subcommittee of the great committee of 
citizens to frame a.corrupt practice bill to 
be submitted to the legislature at Albany 
this winter. 

Seth Low, former mayor of New York 
City, is chairman of the subcommittee. Some 
of the members of the committee said that 
in their judgment the subcommittee should 
frame at the same‘time a bill calling for the 
adoption in New York state of the Massa- 
chusetts ballot law. The latter law cals for 
the marking on the ballot of every candidate 
to be voted for. It is the best ballot: law, 
according to experts, in existence. 

The Citizens’ union has also started out 
to revise the ballot law. At a meeting held 
last evening of the executive committee of 
the union it was decided to appeal to the 
legislature to change the existing method 
of recording ballots to one now in usé in

DEMOCRATS WIN IN OHIO. 


John M. Pattison and State Ticket 
Elected by Plurality of More 
than 55,000 Votes. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 8.—[Spécial.]—Gov. 
Herfick’s defeat and the election of John M. 
Pattison as governor for the next three years 
are established facts tonight. 

The reports to Chairman Garber from all 
sections of the state indicate a plurality for 
Pattison of more than 55,000 and he said he 
believed that if the gains continued it might 
reach 60,000. Republican advices indicated 
that, leaving out the five large counties, the 
Herrick loss in the remaining eighty-three 
counties would average 600 votes to the 
county, or a difference of nearly 50,000 be- 
tween the vote cast for Herrick and that for 
_the remainder of the republican ticket. The 
‘other republicans being thus about 50,000 
ahead of their chief, would win if Pattison 
was less than 50,000 ahead of Herrick. It ig 
assumed, however, that the entire demo- 
cratic ticket has been elected. 

The state officers and legislators chosen 
yesterday will serve three years instead of 
two, as heretofore. The legislature chosen 
in 1908 will choose a United States senator in 
succession to Senator Foraker. For some 
time there was confusion on this point and it 
was widely but incorrectly asserted that the 
legislature just chosen would name For. 
aker’s successor.

Jerome has been elected district attorney in 
@ sensational manner. He did not get any 
of the strong republican vote in Brooklyn be- 
cause he was not running in that county, and 
therefore did much more than Hearst did in 
reality hecause he beat Tammany toa stand- 
still in Manhattan and the Bronx. 

Yet politicians of a practical stripe cannot 
see wherein Jerome can achieve any great po- 
litical future. The fact that independents 
put him in the office of district attorney is a 
splendid testimonial for any man, but he 
cussed out both republicans and democrats 
throughout the campaign so far as the or- 
ganizations are concerned. He attacked Mur- 
phy and Odell with such vehemence that it 
seems impossible that either of the regular 
parties possibly can take him up 4s a candi- 
date for anything higher. 


Fortunate in Defeat. 

Hearst, on the contrary, is more or less 
fortunate fn not being elected. He promised 
municipal ownership, 3 cent fares, low gas 
rates, and a good many other things. If he 
had been elected he certainly must have 
failed to fulfill his promises even to a greater 
degree than is the case with Mayor Dunne 
in Chicago. So long as he is kept out of the 
mayor’s office Mr. Hearst has a perfect right 
to declare that he would have fulfilled his 
pledges if elected. 

Furthermore, during the campaign Mc- 
Clellan was forced to declare that if elected 
he would serve out his term as mayor. As 
this term under the new. law is now four 
years instead of two he cannot leave the 
mayor's office until after both governor and 
president are elected again. This, in the 
opinion of political experts here, will make 
Hearst a formidable candidate for governor 
and in its turn, whether he is elected or not, 
will make him once more an aspirant for 
the democratic nomination for the pres- 
idency. Thus the very thing which removes 
McClellan from future political considera- 
tion for four years to come will keep Hearst 
in the limelight. 


Taft Gainer by Ohio Revolt. 


Regarding the result in Ohio, republican 
politicians are even more interested. The 
fight in New York City has been municipal 
distinctly. Ohio, however, has been carried 
by a sweeping majority for aregularly nomi- 
nated democrat, who has been elected by re- 
publican votes, but who will, as a matter of 
course, conduct his administration strictly 
on democratic lines. Ohio, politicians say, 
thus has been made once more a doubiful 
state. They look, therefore, for an Ohio 
candidate to knock at the door of the next 
republican convention and demand consid- 
eration as representing one of the doubtful 
states of the interior. 

Therefore it is that Secretary Taft is be- 
ing congratulated by his cabinet associates, 
although he is not here to receive their sug- 
gestions. They readily have recalled the fact 
he had courage enough to go out to Ohio and 
hit Boss Cox with a political slungshot. For- 
aker on the other hand, was afraid 6f Cox, 
although not his friend, and Foraker further- 
more attacked the president’s policy in re- 
gard to railroads. 

And so they say now that Secretary Taft 
has been made the next Ohio candidate for the 
presidency beyond question and thus will be 
enabled to contest with Fairbanks for the 
votes of the great central states.

It may be that Secretary Taft will not be 
so successful as his Ohio predecessors, but 
political forecasters seem to think he and 
Hearst have been the greatest gainers by 
yesterday's election. In the excitement re- 
garding the complete overturn of the re- 
publican ring in Pennsylvania, the defeat of 
Gorman and his amendment to disfranchise 
the negroes in Maryland, with the sensa- 


tional mixup in New York, even republican 


leaders were unprepared for the side issue 
in Massachusetts, which may be taken as 
an index of possible tariff. or reciprocity 
legislation in the coming session of con- 
gress. The position of voters there and the 
turndown for Henry Cabot Lodge were un- 
mistakable. Curtis Guild, republican can- 


| @idate for governor, had a majority of about 


24,000 in round numbers, while Draper, the 
machine candidate for lieutenant governor, 
who was crowded upon the ticket by Lodge, 
and who was a defiant standpatter, appears 
to have secured only about 2,000 majority. 
The significance is apparent and it will have 
its effect at the opening of congress in a 
renewed feeling of strength by the advo- 
cates of tariff revision and reciprocity under 
republican auspices. 

Incidentally there is a vast amount of cone 
sternation among Ohio men here over the 
report that the democrats also have cape 
tured the legislature, because that would 
mean the redistricting of the whole state 
and possibly would result in the throwing 
out of congress entirely some of the men 
from the interior districts, who have felt 
themselves to be fixtures. 


JUBILATION IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Leaders of Reform Organization Gath. 
ér at Mayor Weaver’s Office and 
Exchange Congratulations. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 8.—There was a 
great demonstration at the mayor's office 
today by the victorious city party leaders 
and others. Scores of leaders and hundreds 
of workers of the reform organization who 
had assembled at city party headquarters to 
offer congratulations to the successful can- 
didates formed in line and, headed by two 
brass bafidse, marched through the streets to 
the city hall. In the line were some of Phil- 
adelphia’s best known citizens. 

Mayor Weaver made a speech, in which he 
paid a warm tribute to the police for their 
loyalty to duty. .He gave the people credit 
for the victory and said it was the cleanest 
election held in Philadelphia in many years. 

A staff of attorneys employed by the re- 
form leaders is at work preparing to bring 
about 200 prosecutions for offenses against 
the ballot laws. 


COURT FIGHT IN LOUISVILLE. 


Fusion Party Managers Announce In- 
tention to Contest Election of Dem- 
ocrats in City and Legislature.

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 8.—[Special.]— 
“ Unless we find some effectual remedy for 
the control of the great trusts and corpora- 
tions a tidal wave of socialism will sweep 
over this country one of these days that 
will do incalculable damage.” ; 

That is “ Kansas’ message to Missouri,” 
éxpressed by Gov. BE. W. Hoch at a banquet 
here tonight, attended by 600 republicans 
from the two states. United States Sena- 
tor-elect Warner, the first republican to go 
to tne senate from Missouri since Carl 
Schurz tn 1869, was the principal guest. 


Warner on Nation’s Needs. 

Senator Warner replied to the toast, “‘ Na- 
tional Issues.”" In part he said: 

“The demand of the hour in official life 
is intellectual honesty; a demand for offi- 
clals to act right as well as think right. 
Today the man of all men in official life who 
leads the column of infellectual honesty is 
the president of the United States. I shall 
enter the senate as the personal friend of 


| the president, as an admirer of his stal- 


wart Americanism, and of his rugged offi- 
celal courage. No other president sifice Lin- 
coln has trusted the people as Roosevelt 
trusts them, and no other president have the 
people trusted as they trust Roosevelt. 

** His efforts to secure legislation clothing 
the interstate commerce commission with 
power to insure a square deal between com- 


} mon carriers and shippers have my unquall- 


fied support. The rebate evil, which gives 
the dishonest dealer an unfair advantage 
over the honest one, should be driven from 
the channels of commerce under the ‘ lash of 
the law.’ If this is not done it will be because 
the honest carriers and shippers of our 
country fail to cotjperate with the national 
administration in enforcing the law.” 


Put Curb on Insurance. 

Senator Warner, speaking of the recent 
insurance exposures, said: 

“ Life insurance companies are to a great 
extent the savings banks of the people and 
should by legislation be placed under as 
strict a surveillance as national banks, and 
the misappropriation or embezzlement of 
funds by their officials should be declared 
to be a felony punishable by imprisonment 
fn the penitentiary. If a warrant can be 
found in the constitution of the United States 
for such legislation by the general govern- 
ment, of which there is grave doubt, it shall 
receive my support.’’ 

Gov. E. W. Hoch of Kansas spoke then on 
** Kansas’ Message to Missouri. After the 
reference to “the tidal wave of socialism ”’ 
he concluded: 

“It will not come to stay if it comes at all, 
because its wrecks, which strew the path- 
way of human history for 3,000 years, at- 
test the fact that it is not a stayer. To avert 
such a calamity conservative corporation 
people, as well as the wisest and the most 
distinguished statesmen, should bend and 
are bending every energy.”’

Coroner’s Verdict Is That Crossing

DEMOCRATIC ORGANIZATION PRE- 
PARING FOR BOUT. 


With Fall Election Out of Way, 014 
Party Rulers Lay Plans for Keep- 
ing Control Against I. M. 0. Face 
tion and the Mayor—Carter H. Har- 
rison Confers with Others, Pre- 
sented. as a Possible Opposition 
Candidate. 


Now that the fall election is out of the way 
the democratic organization is preparing for 
its final bout with I. M. O. and Mayor Dunne. 
The old democratic managers hardly gave 
the election returns a chance to cool off be- 
fore they were after the mayor. 

The first essential in the contest ts for 
Carey, Lahiff, and the old Harrison faction 
to retain their control of the organization. 
Their first endeavor in this direction is to 
control the judges and clerks of election. 

The list is being made out now and will be 
submitted to thé board of election commis- 
sioners for action after the first of the year. 
With the control of the election machinery 
assured the committeemen hope to keep 
oe tga in control of the county organi- 
zation. 


“Antis” Turn to Harrison. 

Preliminaries were discussed yesterday by 
the organization leaders and by ex-Mayor 
Harrison. The former mayor is counted on 
as being the man to lead the opposition 
against Dunne, although he says the possible 
political opportunities of the next mayor- 
alty election are not bothering him just 
now. 

At present he fs the one man about whom 
the anti-I. M. O. democrats can center their 
fight on Dunne. They are not animated so 
much by personal attachment to Harrison 
as they are by great dislike, politically, for 
the present mayor. By putting Harrison to 
the front they have a “‘ candidate” against 
Dunne. . 

They believe that the defeat of the demo- 
cratic tickets injured the mayor. They 
hoped it would, and there is no mourning at 
democratic headquarters because the demo- 
cratic candidates were defeated. The sor- 
row would have followed the success of the 
candidates. 

Dunne’s opponents believe the defeat was 
a personal one for him; that it Indicated the 
weakness of his municipal ownership cause 
with the people; and that it showed plainly 
the opportunity which the olditimers have 
to defeat him if he endeavors to run for office 
again. 

Has Committee Hurt Itself? 

On the other hand, there are many demo- 
crats who believe the committee has injured 
itself by jts attitude towards the candidates. 
There were only two democratic candidates 
for whom the organization worked. Mr. Har- 
rison and his personal friends did the best 
they could for Maj. Tolman, the former 
mayor working election day in the Twenty- 
first’ ward for him. Carey was “on the 
square " for Edward Kelly, who was a candi- 
date for one of the three year terms on the 
sanitary board. 

So far as the other candidates were con- 
cerned the organization made no secret of 
its opposition to them, and the regults indi- 
cated that a little activity on the part of the 
committee and the ward organizations might 
have produced different figures easily. 

That the democratic organization contrib- 
uted to the democratic defeat may react on 
the organization, but the committee can see 
nothing but a great.defeat for Dunne. 


Mayor’s View of Election. 
The mayor himself says thatthe ticket was 
unsuccessful because it wént*only half way 
on municipal ownership. 

“The democratic candidates were advised 
to eliminate municipal‘ownership from the 
cainpaign,” he said.

Intimations that the verbal assaults made 
on Mayor Dunne and other officials by advo- 
cates of the Sunday saloon closing move- 
ment were not to the liking of the North 
Chicago Ministerial association were made 
evident in the report following the confer- 
ence of the mayor and delegates of the body 
yesterday. 

The Rev. David Beaton, pastor of the Lin- 
coln Park Congregational church, gave ut- 
terance to more emphatic words than were 
found in the carefully drawn report of: his 
associates. He is pastor of one of the ten 
north side churches comprising the union 
meeting last Sunday evening, but did not 
attend nor approve of the resolutions cen- 
suring the mayor. 

“I am in favor of the closing of saloons on 
Sunday,” the Rev. Mr. Beaton said last 
evening, *‘ but not of the method of closing 
them that is proposed. The creation of pub- 
lic sentiment that will arouse citizens to the 
evil of their existence is the right and rea- 
sonable way. The berating of the mayor, 
whose stand its that of a fair and sensible 
man, shows the mental attitude of his de- 
tractors. They have lost their common 
sense and sense of fair play, and the action 
is unworthy and dishonorable. — 


Says Mayor Has Done Well. 


“I did not vote for Mayor Dunne, nor am, 
I in sympathy with any of his theories, but 
he has done more for morality and law 
than any man who has sat in the chair in 
years. Give him credit for it inetead of revil- 
ing him. As the law stands now without 
public sentiment it cannot be carried out 
and the attempt to make him enforce it is 
taking advantage of subterfuges and tech- 
nicalities.. 

* The resolutions had no place in the meet- 
ing. It isthe duty of a minister to create that 
sentiment which will make the carrying out 
of all laws a naturai sequence, but not by 
drefting resolutions. I am not in sympathy 
with the movement aa it has been shown.” 

The resolutions’ are said to have been pre- 
pared by the Rev. W. A. Bartlett, pastor of 
the First Congregational church and presi- 
dent of the Sunday Closing league. 


Committee Visits Dunne. 


A committee of five ministers representing 
the north side association called upon Mayor 
Dunne and presented the resolutions. The 
Rev. W. 8. Plumer Bryan of the Church of 
the Covenant was spokesman of the body, 
and wae accompanied by the Rev. G. D. Cle- 
worth, the Rev. J. M. Hall, the Rev. Frank 
Dyer, and the Rev. David Creighton. 

Dr. Bryan commended the activity of the 
mayor in closing viclous resorts, and re- 
quested that a complete enforcement of the 
law be made. The mayor was assured that 
the association was not in sympathy with the 
attacks of Dr. Bartlett. 

“IT have nothing to add to my previous 
deciaration,” the mayor sald. ‘‘I have said 
aiready I will not enforce that law.”’ 

“The movement is only beginning,” de- 
clared Dr. Bryan after the conference. 
“ Want of sympathy by any individual, no 
matter how powerful, cannot halt it.” 

“Mayor Dunne and,.the Sunday Saloon” 
will be the subject of an address by M. M. 
Mangasarian in Orchestra hall next Sunday. 
It is announced that he will ‘‘ defend the 
conduct of the mayor against the intemperate 
criticism’ of the temperance people.”’

At the annual meeting of the sanitary 
district board on Dec. 6 the newly elected 
republican trustees will take charge of the 
drainage affairs, and the promised changes 
of management and method will be under- 
taken. A reduction in the pay rollsis one 
reform which will be made, although it is 
said not to be the intention of the new man- 
agement to make a clean Sweep through- 
out the departments. 

At present the pay roll averages about 
$20,000 a month, and ft is believed by the 
new trustees that this can be trimmed con- 
siderably. The most beneficial change is 
expected to be that which will prevent the 
paying of large fees for special attorneys 
and the allowing of large extras. 


Wenter Investigates Alleged Brror. 

Frank Wenter, the defeated democratic 
candidate for president of the board, said 
yesterday that he had been given informa- 
tion which would lead him to believe that 
mistakes, if not frauds, had been committed. 

“I have been informed of precincts in 
which the method of counting the ballots 
was decidedly to my detriment,’’ he said. 
“T am having these cases investigated. J 
am convinced that a recount would change 
the figures considerably, but I do not say now 
that it would show me to be elected. I have 
not decided yet whether I will contest. That 
will depend on the result of the investiga- 
tion now being undertaken,”’ 

Democratic politicians profess to believe 
that Mr. Wenter will not contest and that 
there will be no recount of the ballots. 


McCormick Outlines Policy. 

It is said that no consideration has been 
given yet to the makeup of the committees 
which President McCormick will appoint to 
carry on the affairs of the new board. With 
regard to the new administration of affairs 
he said :

Chicago will not know whether it is to have 
an outer belt of parks until the Supreme 
court decides whether the forest preserve 
act was approved by the required number of 
voters at the polls on Tuesday. Henry G. 

originator of the scheme, claims 
vietory on the ground that the act stipu- 
lates by “a majority of those vot- 
ing on the measure.” A. H. Revell and the 
Civic federation committee declare the meas- 
ure lost because it failed to receive a ma- 
jority ‘of “ ali votes cast at the election.” 

Mr. Foreman issued a statement yesterday 
expressing hia belief that the referendum 
had won and thaf it only remained to count 
the votes officially, certify the result, and 
await the appointment of the commission by 
the governor. In the afternoon the joint 
committee of which Mr. Revell is chairman 
met and adopted this resolution: 

he That. we congratulate the peo- 
ple on the defeat of the forest preserve act 


-}and assure them of our continued efforts to 


defeat any attempt to bring life into the act 
through any technicality.” 


Committee to Fight Project. 

A subcommittee was appointed to consider 
Ways and means of thwarting any attempt to 
take advantage of the act. Should the elec- 
tion officials certify that the referendum vote 
was sufficient Gov. Deneen will be expected 
to appoint the commission at once. 

The commission then under the act would 
have the power of issuing $4,000,000 of bonds 
without referendum. But it is the intention 
of the joint committee to enjoin the first 
official act of the commission involving the 
expenditure of money. ' 


Gov. Deneen in Springfield last night said | 


that he expected to get a report on the forest 
preserve proposition today.

Opposition a Cloud on Bonds. 


Tt is Hkely Mr. Foreman will be compelled 
to go to the Supreme court in defense of his 
project. The opposition of the joint com- 
mittee will result, it is believed, in placing 
a cloud on any bonds the commission might 
issue. 

The vote on the forest preserve scheme will 
be canvassed by Judge Carter of the County 
court and two justices of the peace whom he 
will appoint. This commission will report 
to County Clerk Olsen, who in turn will cer- 
tify the result to the secretary of state. It 
will be impossible to give accurate figures ori 
the resuit till after this canvass. The forest 
preserve district ts larger than the Sanitary 
district, lacking only six towns of the entire 
county. The fi so far have been based 
on the vote of the Sanitary district. 


Four Year Term for Mayor. 


The charter amendment, made a law by the 
referendum, will put in force a number of, 
governmental changes at once and others at 
a later date. Mayor Dunne’s successor will 
hold office for four years and there will be no 
puceessor to City Attorney Smulski. His 
office is abolished, the law to take effect at 
the close of his term a year from next spring. 
The oity treasurer is forbidden to accept as 
compensation the interest on city funds, and 
the controller is required to advertise for bids 
for interest on these funds. This will take 
the banke out of politics. All interest and 
departmental fees are to be paid into the 
oity treasury. The chairman of the council 
finance committee is to receive a salary of 
$8,500 a year. These provisions go into effect 
at once. 

By another provision that aldermen shall 
not hold other public offices at the same time, 
President-elect MoCormick dnd Trustee-elect 
Bidmenn of the drainage board will be re- 
quired to resign from the council. 

The council may exact compensation for 
the use of space more than twelve feet above 
the level of street alleys and public places. 


Municipal Courts Law. 

The municipal courts law will not go into 
effect till a year from next December. The 
city will be divided into five judicial dis- 
tricts, with a chief justice and twenty- 
seven associate judges sitting. The judges 
will be elected at the November election, 
1906. It is more than likely that this law 
will not become operative until tested in the 
courts. In like manner the gas regulation 
law will probably go to the Supreme court.

Doctors Attending Wife of Hinsdale 
Philanthropist Give Up Hope of 
Her Recovery. 


Mrs. Daniel K. Pearsons, wife of the capi- 
talist and philanthropist, is, it is thought, in 
her last fliness at the Pearsons’ home in 
Hinsdale. Dr. Pearsons and the family phy- 
sician have given up hope of her recovery. 

‘Early in May Mrs. Pearsons suffered a 
stroke of paralysis, but recovered in a short 
time.

COURT ORDERS TOOTH OUT 


TAKES AWAY THE EXCUSE OF A 
TRUANT BOY. 


Justice Caverly Told by Frank de} 
Grande and by the Lad’s Father and 
Mother That Pain in a Molar Keeps 
‘Him Away from School—Fine of 
$5 Imp and Extraction Ordered 
Under Penalty of a $20 Sentence— 
Other Cases, 


When Frank del Grande walked timidly 
into Justice Caverly’s court yesterday 
flanked on the one side by his father and 
Uncle Tom and on the other by his weeping 
mother, four sisters, and Aunt Sallie, he 
was in possession of twenty-eight teeth. 
When Frank and the aggregation of solicit- 
ous relatives returned to the little house at 
210 Taylor street two hours later Frank had 
twenty-seven teeth in his head and one in 
his pocket, The twenty-eighth tooth had 
been transferred from the upper jaw of the 
lad's mouth by order of the court. 

Justice Caverly prescribed the éxtraction 
of the lad’s tooth as a cure for habitual 
truancy. The dingy little courtroom at 128 
Clark street was thronged to the doors with 
parents who had failed to obey the law 
which requires them to send their children 
to school when Frank's case was called. 


Out of School Five Days.

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION DIS- 
CHARGES C. E. SOESMAN. 


City Empleye, on Trial on Twenty- 
eight Charges, Is Dismissed-—Attor~ 
ney Western Starr, Who Was De-« 
fending Him, Has Clash with Offi- 
cial — For-uer’s Arguments Called 
*‘*‘Vaporings of an Idioct’’—Reforms 
Institated in Map Department. 


After a clash of words between Commis- 
sioner Powell of the civil service commission 
and Attorney Western Starr of the Civil 
Service Reform league, in which the argu- 
ments of the lawyer were called the “ vapor- 
ings of an idiot,’* Charles E, Soesman, a milk 
inspector, was discharged from the service 
of the city. Soesman was charged with 
twenty-eight offenses. 

Mr. Starr sought to convince the commis- 
sioners that Soesman’s conduct in accepting

The petition to have the will set aside was 
filed by Charles d'Invilliers, grandson of 
Martha Rogers Weightman, daughter of 
Mrs. Jones Wister by the latter’s first hus- 
band, Dr. William Weightman Jr., a son of 
the testator. The petition charged that Mrs.

The verbiage of the circular expresses cor- 
rectly and succinctly the belief held by Mr.

They have abandoned all 
other theories as to her death, and are work- 
ing on clews that they think may disclose 
the murder plot and reveal the guilty par- 
ties. The murder theory has been accepted 
by the police of Philadelphia, and made @ 
profound impression upen Assistant District 
Attorney Nott if, indeed, he is not thorough- 
ly convinced of its correctness. 

It may be stated with a great degree of cer- 
tainty that there will be most important de- 
velopments in the criminal prosecuion of the 
case tomorrow.

They should realize that the reforms which 
they wish to have introduced, however de- 
sirable they may be, cannot be brought 
about in a community like Chicago without 
a revolution of public sentiment. The en- 
forcement of a Sunday closing law in this 
| city, if it should be undertaken seriously, 
would need to be backed up by an over- 
whelming public opinion, and no such pre- 
ponderance of opinion in its favor exists at 


| present. 


Mayor Dunne has gone farther in the di- 
rection of keeping the “lid” down than 
any of his immediate predecessors—farther, 
no doubt, than was judicious for him as a 
politician—so far probably that he will not 
be anxious to persist in his policy when he 
becomes @ candidate for reélection. There 
has. been a good deal of resistance in his own 
party to his policy, and it will grow in vol- 
ume and intensity from now until the next 
mayoralty election. Perhaps his policy will 
be abandoned before then. Not only will 
there be no closed saloons on Sunday a year 
from now, but there will ‘probably be 
greater tolerance of other forms of evil than 
has been s€en in Chicago during the last 
three months, and the unreasonable de- 
mands of Mr. Bartlett and his friends upon 
the mayor will have something to do with 
the result. 

If the clergymen had been content to hold 
up the mayor’s hands and support him in 
the policy he has adopted, which probably 
goes as far as he can go, they would,have 
shown more wisdom than they have done 
in demanding of him the enforcement of a 
policy which he knows is impracticable and 
not desirable from his point of view if it 
could be enforced. The mayor does not be- 
‘lieve in closing saloons on Sunday, and few 
of the members of his party do. To insist 
upon that which he considers neither de- 
sirable nor expedient, and to fail to stand 
by him in doing that which he reluctantly 
consents to do in obedience to “ the prompt- 
ings of his better nature,” is a serious mis- 
take. 


WAS HEARST COUNTED OUT? 

The unofficial returns from New York give 
Mayor McClellan a plurality of about 3,500 
votes. Mr. Hearst said he got the most 
votes, but that Tammany has counted him 
out. Itdoesn’t require any excessive stretch 
of the imagination to accept Mr. Hearst’s 
statement as probably true. 

It was of vital importance to Tammany 
to re@lect Mayor McClellan and retain con- 
trol of the city government for the next 
four years. Tammany never would, if it 
could help itself, permit a plurality of a few 
thousand votes for Hearst—if he got a plu- 
rality—to balk its detetmination to carry 
the election. It would not be deterred by 
the criminality of the act from reversing the 
decision of the voters. 

It is not quite so easy to practice great 
electidn frauds as it was in the days of 
Tweed, but there are ways of circumventing 
the Australian ballot. It was at first a puz- 
gle to make sure that a purchased vote had 
been delivered. Nothing is simpler in prac- 
tice. An accommodating judge at a pre- 
cinct hands a blank ballot to ,the party 
‘watcher ” at the polls. He marks it prop- 
erly and hands & to a voter, who puts it in 
the box and hands back to the watcher the 
clean ballot received from the judges. Thus 
there is established an endless chain of 
marked and clean ballots, and the bosses 
know that the officeholders and the men 
whom they have bought with money have 
voted according to their purchased “ con- 
victions.” 

Suppose Tammany became convinced on 
Tuesday afternoon that the result was un- 
comfortably close and that a little “fine 
work” would have to be done to get rid of 
Mr. Hearst. In such a case as this faithful 
judges might proceed to change the result. 
They might discover a large number of “ de- 
fective” ballots, manifestly intended to be 
cast for Hearst. It often rests with the 
judges to say what shall be a “ defect,” and 
if a ballot is not “ defective” enough they 
can make it so. From 80,000 to 40,000 de- 
fective ballots will be returned in New York. 
It is easy to make “ defects " when they are 
counted. A little cross added in the right or 
wrong place to an anti-Tammany ballot, or 
an ink blot or an erased name, may spoil 
it, and it can then be thrown out. "Tis as 
easy as lying. 

It is not certain that this simple and ef- 
fective method of cutting down Mr. Hearst's 
vote and the more effective method of cred-

THE UNSCORED “RESULTS.” 

Lest followers of football news hold the 
impression that the game between Yale 
and Columbia last Saturday was a feature- 
less, one sided sort of affair, it is well to 
direct attention to the later reports of the 
game. The reports printed on Sunday were 
dry reading. Possibly emissaries from 
envious football camps contributed to this. 
At all events the first reports do the teams 
of both universities an injustice, for while 
the score of 53 to 0 indicates that the game 
was too one sided to afford any real interest 
as g contest, other results, which do not ap- 
pear in the score, show that there could have 
been no flagging of interest among the dev- 
otees of the game who sat in the grand 
stands. A few 6f the “other results” of 
this game were: 

“One kick in the head that put a player 
on Queer street.” 

“One broken nose.” 

“One set of shoulder ligaments badlv 
torn.” 

“ One kick in the back (player disabled).” 

“One twisted ankle.” 

* One badly bruised thigh.” 

When this list is read and it is remem- 


‘bered that it is a list of only such “ results ” 


as will keep players out of the game for 
some time, it must be seen that the young 
gentlemen from Yale and Columbia universi- 
ties valiantly upheld the traditions of scien- 
tific college football. The teams were uneven- 
ly matched, Columbia being outclassed,-but 
even with this handicap to work against the 
young gentlemen gave a first class exposi- 
tion of the game that “is not brutal when 
it is played scientifically.” 

Most people who read of the Yale-Colum- 
bia game probably decided that it was a poor 
affair. It’has been proven different. The 
complete reports show that even when one 
team is so outclassed that the other literally 
“runs over it ” the results may be elevating 
and scientific. We will have to wait until 
next Sunday, at least, before we may hope 
to read of another game in which twenty- 
two young college gentlemen show results 
so strictly in keeping with the game of foot- 
ball when_ scientifically played, as were 
shown by the gladiators of — and 
Yale.

The purely official celebration thereof took 
place last summer during the Londan sea- 
son, In accordance with the provisions of that | 
queer prerogative which enables sovereigns 
to have more than one birthday in the year— 
namely: an official one and a private one. 
Just now most people are out of town, Scat- 
tered among the various country seats, or 
else traveling.on the continent. Moreover, 
parliament is not sitting and the vast major- 
ity of the great houses tn the metropolis are 
closed. It would therefore be extremely 
awkward to have the king’s birthday official- 
ly celebrated on the actual anniversary of 
his birth today, and accordingly each spring 
he selects some date that appears to him: 
convenient during the course of the London 
season and announces through the Gazette 
his wish that his birthdey then should 
be officially observed. But his personal 
friends and relatives always look upon Nov. 
9 as the day on which to address to him their 
gifts and their congratulations and there is 
no doubt many cables will find their way 
from this country to Sandringham today, 
where the king will have around him the 
same circle of old friends whom he is accus- 
tomed always to ask to his country home for 
this particular oceasion.

In London the state and inaugural proces- 
sion of the new lord mayor will take place 
and this evening he will give his customary 
inaugural banquet at the Guildhall, at which 
most of the members of the cabinet and for- 
eign ambassadors will be present and on 
which occasion either the premier or the min- 
ister of foreign affairs usually makes some 
important announcement with regard to the 
foreign policy of England. Indeed, this min- 
isterial address at the lord mayor’s banquet 
is looked upon with much more interest than 
the speech from the throne in parliament. 
For in that instance the utmost care is taken 
to avoid anything that could commit the king 
personally to any views with which he mizht 
not care to be identified, whereas at the Guild- 
hall the utterances of the prime minister or 
of the foreign secretary merely commit the 
administration. Some of the most porten- 
tous announcements ever made by the Eng- 
lish government have been issued at these 
Gulidhall lord mayor's banquets, and that is 
why the cable dispatches from England to- 
morrow morning will be looked for with more 
than ordinary interest.

Prince Leopold of Lippe’s action in con- 
ferring the title of baron upon his prime min- 
ister, Gevetiot, in connection with his acces- 
sion to the throne, following the decree of 
the Supreme court of the German empire in 
his favor, serves to call attention to the fact 
that every one of the petty sovereigns of 
Germany has the right and prerogative of 
conferring titles of nobility. The population 
of the principality of Lippe is a little over 
100,000, that is to say, about the same-size 
as that of Scranton, Pa., and by 50,000 less 
than Rochester, N. Y. Yet the new fledged 
ruler of Lippe has the right to create, not 
merely barons, but even counts and princes, 
and there are several princely titles that 
owe their existence to the favor for former 
grand dukes of Hesse, 

It does not necessarily follow, however, 
that titles granted at one court are invariably 
recognized at the others. . For instance, the 
titles of “‘ princess ’* conferred upon the Eng- 
lish wives of the late Prince Edward of Saxe- 
Weimar and the late Prince Victor of Hohen- 
lohe were not recognized at any continental 
court, and there is an influential family of the 
Berlin bourgeoisie which was raised to ba- 
ronial rank by the late Duke Ernest of Saxe- 
Coburg, but which never has been permitted 
to make use of its Saxe-Cobureg titles in Prus- 
sia. 

It may be added that the use of titles with- 
out warrant entails serious consequences in 
Germany, where people have not only been 
fined but put into jail for merely prefixing the 
nobillary predicate of ‘“ yon ’’ to their names 
without having received the lawful right to 
do so from the crown or through legitimate 
inheritance,

On the day after tomorrow, Austen Cham- 
berlain, arrayed in the gorgeous gold laced 
and embroidered robes of the chancellor of 
the exchequer, will fulfill the ancient cere- 
mony of “ pricking the sheriffs,”” which from 
time immemorial has been performed each 
year on St. Martin's day. Seated beside him 
on the bench of the court of the exchequer, 
will be the lord president of the privy coun- 
cil, the lord chief justice, and the lord high 
chancellor. Austen Chamberlain, s,who pre- 
sides, will have in his hands lists of names, 
three or four for each county, an@ with a 
gold pin will prick a little square opposite 
the name of the territorial magnate who has 
been selected as high sheriff for the county 
in which he resides. Any magnate who 
wishes to be exempt from the honor must ap- 
pear in court on that day and explain his 
reason for wishing to be excused. Other- 
wise, he is obliged to serve under the penalty 
of a heavy fine, although the office carries 
with it no emoluments, but entails heavy 
expense, which is, however, compensated, 
especially in the eyes of the new rich, by the 
social prestige which the office confers, the 
high sheriff taking precedence of every one 
in the county, whether duke, marquis, or 
earl, yielding the “ pas "’ only to the lord lleu- 
tenant. The use of the gold bodkin or pin in 
pricking the sheriff dates from the time when 
writing was considered too arduous for any 
but monks and professional scribes. 

On the same day Emperor Francis Joseph 
will receive in accordance with time honored 
custom a deputation of his Jewish subjects 
who will present to him a couple of the most

[sAPAN GOES AFTER SPOILS IN CHINA 
ITO'S MISSION WORRIES DIPLON 


Object ‘of Marquis’ Visit to Peking and Baron ccs "s Trip tof 
terests All Nations—Russia to Attempt Checkmate, 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 8—[Special.}— 
Japan is: making a new move to solidify her 
control over the portions of China ceded to 
her by Russia and the kingdom of Corea. 

Dispatches received by the state depart- 
ment explain in this way the action of the 
Japanese government in sending Baron 
Komura, minister of foréign affairs, to Pe- 
king, and’ Marquis Ito, president of the privy 
council of Japan, to Seoul, capital of Corea. 

It is doubtful if anything which has arisen 
in the far east recently has attracted -as 

much attention In diplomatic circles as the 
departure of the two Japanese statesmen 
from their native land for the countries 
named. Minister Griscom, in company with 
his colleagues, has made inquiries at the for- 
eign office in Tokio, and he has been informed 
that Baron Komura and Marquis Ito have 
been sent to execute a provision of the treaty 
of Portsmouth. 

Komura is charged to obtain, at the least, 
a clear title from China for the Liaotung 
peninsula, which has its terminus in the 
fortress at Port Arthur, and recognition of 
Japanese control over the railroad running 
north from Port Arthur and Dalny, the com- 
mercial port near Port Arthur. Russia has 
engaged to assist the Japanese In this respect. 
Marquis Ite will concert with the Corean 
government in perfecting measures for the 
* guidance, protection, and control”’ of the 
Hermit kingdom.

Every trading nation in the world is deeply 
interested in the missions of the two Jap- 
anese statesmen.

It means for Japan that ma- 
terial henefit which apparently was denied 
her when she withdrew her demands for the 
whole of the island of Sakhalin and an in- 
demnity of $600,000,000. It means for Russia 
and the world that Manchuria will again be- 
come a diplomatic battlefield. The czar ap- 
proved M. de Witte’s action in having in- 
serted in the treaty a provision that Russia 
engage to aid Japan in securing the consent 
of China to the transfer to the conqueror of 
the lease of the Liaotung peninsula and the 
railroad privileges in Manchuria. He did so

The interests of Russia will be taken care 
of by Minister Pokotiloff, who was at Ports- 
mouth and who knows exactly the reasons 
which induced M. de Witte to insert this 
provision in the treaty.

The election in New York undoubtedly has 
disturbed Wall street interests by the close 
showing which the municipal. ownership 
candidate made on the face of the returns, 
The situation there has its retributive ag 
well as humorous side from the viewpoint 
of Chicago financiers. The New Yorkers 
have been asking, “ What is the matter with 
Chicago?” because of the fight here against 
the traction companies. 

The New York capitalists hela up them- 
selves and their munictpal ent as 
models of serenity in the first instance and 
as absolutely favorable to “ vested inter- 
ests *’ In the second Instance. But the elec- 
tion returns showed New York to be several 
hundred per cent more antagonistic to cap- 
ital, as capital views it, than Chicago. Here 
there has been a basis for municipal owner- 
ship talk since franchises are expiring and 
the question of their renewal is a present 
one. But in New York City there are pend- 
ing no franchise questions of large moment, 


The sentiment against Wall street and. 


Tammany was sweeping. It included every- 
thing from the Battery to the Bronx. Chi- 
cago voters have been interested in the sin- 
gle question of street’ railroad franchises, 
whereas the discontent In New York was 
evidenced against banking, insurance, pro- 
motion, and franchise questions combined. 
Every field of financial activity was under 
the ban. In Chicago theré has been no ques- 
tion of the conduct of financial institutions. 
The difference of opinion has been purely one 


. On the street railroad proposition. 


It is now the turn of Chicago financial in- 
terests to inquire, “‘ What is the matter with 
New York?” 


Nervous Over Money. 

Nervousness in the stock market indicated 
the influence which the money situation is 
now rather acutely exercising. Call rates 
in Wall street were quoted at 9 percent. At 
the same time the New York subtreasury has 
gained $2,157,000 from the banks since last 
Friday. Today’s operations will go into this 
week's bank statement, and if the subtreas- 
ury again gains today the loss in cash from 
the banks to it will be sufficient to wipe out 
the surplus reserve, which last Saturday 
stood at $2,354,075. 

It is not possible to tell whether the ex- 
cess will be permitted to disappear. It lies 
within the power of a few interests to pre- 
serve it or permit it to be turned into a 
deficit. Most of the associated banks are 
now below their legal reserve, the National 
City and Chemical National being the two 
institutions which show sufficient excess to 
bring the total for all the banks above the 
legal requirements. 


New Record in Clearings, 
Clearings of Chicago banks yesterday were 
$53,422,118, being the record for any single 
business day. The previous high record was 
made on f\pril 5 of this year, when ex- 
changes were $52,222,828. Then, as yester- 
day, the record business followed an elec- 
tion holiday. But the volume of clearings 
of the local banks shows such constant 
growth that records, daily, weekly, and 

monthly, are made with frequency. 


Weakness in Missouri Pacific. 


The purchase of Missouri, Kansas and Tex- 
as, as.it is believed, by James J. Hill is not 
helping the price of Missour!l Pacific stock. 
It is recognized by the market that when Mr. 
Hill begins doing railroad business in the 
southwest it will mean a disturbance of the 
situation there. While the whole New York 
market was weak yesterday Missouri Pacific 
was especially so, and the decline led to 


‘rumors of a reduction in the dividend rate 


from 5 to 4% per cent, or some other figure,
